Cops crack down 
on students who 
mix weed, e-cigs 


No odour. Marijuana

Liquid marijuana has found 
its way onto Edmonton school 
grounds as police are noticing 
an emerging trend of students 
taking up with electronic 
cigarettes. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice was first notified of the 
problem two weeks ago and 
since that time, school resource 
officers have reported five in¬ 
cidents of local high school 
students using e-cigarettes to 
smoke marijuana. 

While no charges have been 
laid in any of the incidents, Sgt. 
Kelly Rosnau said officers are 


now going to be closely mon¬ 
itoring for drug abuse with the 
pseudo-smokes. 

“Our eyes are open, we are 
more aware of (this issue),” 
Rosnau said Thursday. “It’s 
prevalent, it’s everywhere. 
Kids are jumping on this very 
quickly.” 

By using e-cigarettes to 
smoke marijuana oil, users 
are able to mask the smell and 
odour of the drug. 

Rosnau said one of the 
top concerns for the use of 
marijuana oil is its high THC 
potency — up to 90 per cent 
— compared to a regular mari¬ 
juana cigarette, which has be¬ 
tween 10 and 20 percent THC 
potency levels. 

With little odour, marijuana 
oil can be masked with differ¬ 
ent flavours by using an e-ciga¬ 
rette, adding to the appeal for 
youth, said ALERT officer Pierre 
Blais.

“A target group for this type 
of drug use is the youth,” said 
Blais. “It’s very appealing to 
youth. It’s cool, it masks the 
smell with cherry, bubblegum.” 

Both school boards have 
prohibited e-cigs on school 
grounds in order to help curb 
the use of marijuana. 

“We need to support our 
police partners in this activ¬ 
ity,” said Carol Symons, spokes¬ 
person from the Edmonton 
Public School Board. “We’re 
aware of the presence of e-ciga¬ 
rettes. We’re trying to move 
swiftly and make a good ex¬ 
ample for our community.”

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Suncor worker killed 


Oilsandsbear 
attack: ‘People 
tried to stop it’ 

A woman killed by a bear at 
one of Canada’s major oil- 
sands sites was with several 
workers who tried in vain 
to scare the animal away 

The 36-year-old Suncor 
employee was an instru¬ 
ment technician who was 
doing electrical work at a 
job site near Fort McMurray, 
Alta., when the bear at¬ 
tacked her Wednesday 

“It was... seven people 
that were working in a 
group area and she was 
attacked by this bear out of 
that group and dragged off,” 
Scott Doherty, a spokesman 
for Unifor, told The Can¬ 
adian Press on Thursday. 

“People tried to stop 
it and do eveiything they 
could. Obviously they are 
fairly horrified at what they 
saw and witnessed.” 

Suncor said the employ¬ 
ees were working in a busy 
industrial area and were 
not cariying bear spray. 

Another union official 
said the woman’s co-work¬ 
ers blasted air horns to 
startle the animal, but to 
no effect. 

RCMP later killed an 
adult black bear and tests 
were being done to deter¬ 
mine whether it was the 
same animal that mauled 
the woman. 

Alberta Occupational 
Health and Safety said com¬ 
panies that operate in the 
region have protocols to try 
to prevent such attacks. 

Doherty said there needs 
to be a full review of what 
happened. “If there needs 
to be a revision or some 
additional procedures and 
policies in place to ensure 
the safety of workers from 
wildlife attacks, we are 
definitely going to do that,” 
he said, the Canadian press

That is the question

City and police working 
at decreasing number of 
unwanted graffiti tags

It can be as small as a spray- 
painted name or a large-scale 
artistic masterpiece, but if the 
graffiti is not wanted, city of¬ 
ficials and police are cracking 
down on it. 

The city reported 1,413 in¬ 
cidents of graffiti recorded as 
part of the 2013 Graffiti Van¬ 
dalism audit, a 26.6 per cent 
increase from 2012 numbers. 

“Ninety-three percent of the 
graffiti that we found was plain 


scrawled text. There was no 
artistic merit to it. Eighty-one 
per cent of that was less than 
two square feet so we’re not 
talking colourful throw-ups, 
we’re talking a scrawled name 
or lettering ... and that graffiti 
is considered vandalism by the 
city,” said Sharon Chapman, 
community relations senior 
program planner. 

As a result, Edmonton po¬ 
lice have been working at ad¬ 
dressing the two to three aver¬ 
age calls they receive a day 
about unwanted graffiti. 

“We’ve started putting 
more people into graffiti inves¬ 
tigations ... so more people, 
more eyes, more investigators 
are actively working on files 
and then working to iden¬ 
tify people,” said Const. Ryan 
Katchur. 

But one local graffiti artist 


says there needs to be more 
awareness about graffiti art 
overall in the city. 

“Our art form is based on 
tags. For anyone to take the 
view that (tags) are less im¬ 
portant than others isn’t fair,” 
said the artist who goes by the 
name AJA. 

He added that more work 
should be done to get taggers 
involved in the cleanup process 
to further educate. 

“I’m a pretty big propon¬ 
ent of restorative justice. In my 
experience, (fines) don’t deter 
people from graffiting,” he said. 

According to Chapman, 
there will be an unveiling of 
open-source street art next 
week “to promote artistic 
spaces in the community that 
are legal for street artists.” 

“There needs to be balance 
in eveiy community,” she said. 


By the numbers 


The 2013 increase in graffiti 
“tags” was very localized, said 
the audit, with go per cent 
of the 268 tag increase hap¬ 
pening in the downtown and 
Strathcona neighbourhoods. 


• Graffiti vandalism was 
found in 395 locations, a 
g.8 per cent decrease from 
2012, according to city 
documents. 


• 424 taggers were identi¬ 
fied by the city in 2013 and 
were responsible for 73 
per cent of all graffiti van¬ 
dalism, with 10 of those 
taggers responsible for 20 
per cent of overall tags, 
according to the audit.

Celiac disease sufferers, vege¬ 
tarians and vegans will soon 
be able to choose their spe¬ 
cialized meals before even 
visiting a local restaurant, all 
thanks to a new app set to 
launch in July. 

MyMenu will allow anyone 
with dietaiy restrictions to 
choose from a variety of meals 
at restaurants around the city 
and see possible substitutions 
that can be made. A drop-down 
menu of 19 of the most com¬ 
mon dietaiy restrictions will 
allow users to choose their pref¬ 
erential meal options. 

“It’s about opening up the 
menus so people can see meals 
before going to the restaurant,” 
said Joel Wegner, co-founder of 
MyMenu. 

Built by a team of Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta students, the 
team received a boost for their 
app at Wednesday night’s TEC 
VenturePrize Awards after they 
won $12,000, which will be 
used for further app develop¬ 



ment and promotion, said Weg¬ 
ner. 

So far the MyMenu team has 
32 restaurants verbally on board 
as part of the app’s launch, 
with more expected to join the 
culinaiy app. The group’s iPad 
app is also expected to launch 
soon, according to Wegner.

Hopeful homebuyers waited 
hours Thursday for just a 
one-in-five shot at building a 
home in the city’s Oxford sub¬ 
division. 

The city held a registration 
Thursday, putting 200 people 


in the mix for just 40 lots, for 
a lot draw Monday night. 

The Oxford subdivision 
requires prospective owners 
to build to higher environ¬ 
mental standards, including 
making the home solar-ready. 

A solar-ready building is 
designed to accommodate a 
solar installation. 

“We’re really overjoyed 
that there’s that many people 
willing to step up to the plate 
and commit to building a 
more sustainable house,” said 
Bill Covey, the city’s director 
of property sales. 

Even though the registra¬ 


tion process was scheduled 
for 6 p.m. Thursday, people 
started lining up at 5 a.m. 
Covey said that’s an incred¬ 
ible response to the city’s pro¬ 
gram. 

“They’re only going to 
have a one-in-five chance of 
being selected for a lot,” he 
said. 

Ajit Chawla was 99th in 
line and said it would be very 
hard to get a lot outside the 
city’s program, especially at 
the price the city is offering. 

“Lots are veiy hard to find 
in Edmonton, especially if 
you’re part of the general pub¬ 


lic,” he said. 

Chawla, who got in line 
at around 9 a.m., said the en¬ 
vironmental components of 
the development aren’t ne¬ 
cessarily the big selling point, 
but he thinks they will offer a 
long-term savings. 

“Initially it will be a bu¬ 
rden, because there’s a cost 
to it, but over the long term 
there will be a benefit,” he 
said. Covey added the city is 
confident the lot prices are in 
line with what’s available in 
the market and they aren’t of¬ 
fering a discount to get people 
to build green.

As Alberta’s two largest 
cities breach the million- 
resident mark, Calgary is 
taking a tentative first step 
towards metropolises like 
Toronto and Vancouver 
while Edmonton’s approach 
to growth remains funda¬ 
mentally unchanged since 
the 1950s, according to a 
new research paper. 

The shift in Calgary’s ap¬ 
proach mirrors changes that 
took place in Vancouver in 
the late 1960s and in Toron¬ 
to in the 1980s, according 
to the report, titled “Alberta 
Cities at the Crossroads” 
and published Thursday by 
the University of Calgary’s 
School of Public Policy. 

Author Zaclc Taylor de¬ 
scribes Calgary’s new re¬ 
gime as one of “sustainabil¬ 
ity-oriented intensification” 
that puts an emphasis on 


infill development, mass 
transit, and higher-density 
housing. 

That’s a departure from 
the “efficiency-oriented ex¬ 
pansion regime” of decades 
past, in which the city an¬ 
nexed land, serviced it, and 
encouraged developers to 
build single-family homes 
in suburban communities. 

“This has been an in¬ 
credibly efficient way of 
accommodating population 
growth for decades,” Taylor 
said in an interview, adding 
that the approach begins 
to lose its effectiveness as 
cities grow past a certain 
size and start experiencing 
congestion problems and 
mounting infrastructure 
costs. 

Edmonton, by contrast, 
remains the “outlier” of the 
four cities in the report. 

“Edmonton has main¬ 
tained a consistent urban 
development policy regime 
throughout the postwar per¬ 
iod,” Taylor writes. “Growth 
is expected to occur primar¬ 
ily through fully serviced 
suburban expansion.” 

Calgary has only “very 
recently” moved in a new 
direction, Taylor writes, as 
“city council has embraced 
intensification ... over the 


objections of developers 
and rural municipalities.” 

But, he added, the status 
quo is “deeply entrenched,” 
as suburban developers re¬ 
main resistant to changing 


their already profitable 
business models and sur¬ 
rounding municipalities see 
little incentive to co-oper¬ 
ate with the city’s growth 
plans. 


Taylor noted “inconsis¬ 
tent political support” from 
Calgary city council, despite 
adopting intensification 
principles in its growth 
plan.

Police 
continue to 
see issues 


Edmonton drivers might want 
to think twice before they idle 
up to a semi-truck after police 
discovered more than half of 
the vehicles stopped during a 
recent inspection blitz failed 
to meet safety requirements. 

As part of a three-day ef¬ 
fort, Edmonton police traffic 
section inspected commercial 
vehicles over 4,500 kg and 
found 52 per cent of the 251 
inspected were declared out of 
service. 

“Those numbers are 
concerning for sure,” said Sgt. 
Kerry Bates. “Those are a lot of 
deficiencies that a big percent¬ 
age of those drivers can watch 
for.” 

Noting issues like flat tires 
and missing load straps, Bates 
said the volume for com¬ 
mercial traffic continues to 
increase each year. 

Over the three-day blitz, 
there were 729 violations. 

Only 29 per cent of vehicles 
passed police inspection and 
11 vehicles had to be towed. 

“For general driver safety, 
it’s probably not prudent to 
follow alongside trucks given 
their blind spots are larger 
than the average car,” Bates 
said. 

Drivers who were found 
to have vehicles out of service 
were doled out fines associ¬ 
ated with the issue. 

Two warrants were also 
handed out during the blitz.

Hop inside my time machine. 
I’m taking you to a strange 
world, where the roads are 
scarred and pocked, pivoting 
steel giants dominate the sky 
and the people below wor¬ 
ship feline iconography on 
glowing handheld objects 
from which they can’t look 
away. 

It’s October 22, 2013 — 
Election Day. 

And of the 73 ward coun¬ 
cil candidates on the ballot, 
only 15 are women, the low¬ 
est this city’s seen in a dec¬ 
ade. 

It might be an anomaly, 
but the fact is the proportion 
of women on council has 
been consistently far lower 
than their percentage of the 
population. 

It’s one of the reasons 
Ward 1 Councillor Andrew 


Knack jumped at the chance 
to mentor a woman through 
Opening the Potential, a six- 
month program that pairs 
women aged 22 to 40 with 
a council member for about 
two days a month. 

He hasn’t been in city hall 
long, but in six months he’s 
recognized a culture that’s 
still somewhat male-centric. 

“We still have work to do 
to make this a gender-neutral 
organization,” he says. 

The fact that Knack, 29, 
is one of several young men 
on a council with a single 
woman suggests that age is 
less a barrier than gender. 

It’s the third year for Open¬ 
ing the Potential, born out 
of a Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities’ initiative to 
increase female participation 
in municipal politics from 25 
to 30 per cent. 

Program director Lynne 
Turvey is preparing for the 
largest intake of mentees 
yet. Eight councillors and the

on why women in politics matter. 

mayor have all opted in, but 
Couns. Tony Caterina, Dave 
Lolcen, Bryan Anderson and 
Ed Gibbons haven’t — not 
this year, or any year before. 
Why? 

Though Caterina couldn’t 
be reached, Gibbons, 
through his executive assist¬ 
ant, praised the program but 
said he didn’t have time with 
his other commitments. 

Anderson also pointed 
out the need for Opening 
the Potential, but said his 


current council initiatives, 
which include the annexa¬ 
tion committee, and the 
focus on meeting individual 
constituents would be a less 
than excellent experience for 
a mentee. 

But those mundanities 
are exactly what a fledging 
public servant should experi¬ 
ence. 

As well, the time con¬ 
straints of being councillor, 
even an experienced one, 
didn’t stop Couns. Ben Hen¬ 


derson and Amarjeet Sohi 
and Mayor Don Iveson from 
signing up. 

And the time commit¬ 
ments are flexible: The bulk 
of the program consists of 
additional workshops in 
such things as governance 
and media relations, which 
four qualified women will be 
denied because there aren’t 
enough positions. 

Regardless of them tout¬ 
ing Opening the Potential, 
the fact is these four coun¬ 
cillors have never deemed it 
worthy of their time, even 
when three of them were 
rookies like Knack with less 
on their plates. 

When asked what it 
would take to get him in¬ 
volved, Ward 3 Councillor 
Dave Lolcen responded: “I 
have enough on my plate and 
enough challenges out there, 
and taking another one on 
isn’t possible at this point. So 
that’s what I want you to say, 
and if it gets painted in any 


other light, you’re going to 
hear back from me.” 

Sounds like he could use 
a media relations workshop, 
too. 

He also asked, “Why is 
this news?” 

That he would ask that 
answers itself, but instead I 
went to the Rt. Honourable 
Kim Campbell for an answer. 

Here’s what the first fe¬ 
male prime minister of Can¬ 
ada told me when asked why 
the representation of women 
in politics is still important: 

“When we have a land¬ 
scape that’s absent of certain 
kinds of people, we come 
to think that that’s how the 
world works and that’s what 
is natural or normal,” she 
said.

“I don’t think it’s ap¬ 
propriate for me to speak 
tonight. I just want to say 
thank you to the people 
who are here.” 

Prentice did say a few 
words as chairman of the 
dinner to thank business, 
industry and community 
leaders as well as longtime 
supporters of the party. 

“Tonight’s success is for 
all of us to share and for all 
of us to be proud about, and 
ladies and gentlemen, it’s 
just the beginning,” he said 
to loud applause.

A former U.S. Navy nuclear sys¬ 
tems administrator has been 
charged with tiying to break 
into the Toronto Police Service 
computer system. 

There was no immediate 
word on Thursday on whether 
Nicholas Knight, 27 of Virginia, 
had any success in his online 


attack, as part of a hacking 
group called “Team Digi7al.” 

Knight worked on an air¬ 
craft carrier in the nuclear re¬ 
actor department. 

Also charged was Illinois 
community college student 
Daniel Krueger, who studied 
network administration. 

The men also tried to hack 
into the computers of more 
than 30 other organizations, 
including the U.S. Navy, the 
U.S. National Geospatial-Intelli¬ 
gence Agency, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security, 
Los Alamos National Labora- 
toiy and the World Health 
Organization, according to a 
statement issued this week 


from the U.S. Attorney’s office 
for the Northern District of 
Oklahoma. 

The Toronto Police Service 
and UBC were the only Can¬ 
adian targets. 

Knight and Krueger have 
each been charged with con¬ 
spiring to steal identities, ob¬ 
struct justice and damage a 
protected computer. 

The scheme was detected in 
June 2012 by the Naval Crimin¬ 
al Investigative Service, when 
it was alerted that someone 
had breached the Navy’s data¬ 
base, according to the North¬ 
ern District of Oklahoma’s At¬ 
torney’s Office.

Expert testifies at murder trial 



A ballistics expert called 
Thursday to testify by Oscar 
Pistorius’s defence offered a 
different explanation to pros¬ 
ecutors for one of the wounds 
sustained by Reeva Steen- 
lcamp when she was shot and 
killed by the world-famous 
athlete last year. 

Wollie Wolmarans testi¬ 
fied his reconstructions of 
the Feb. 14, 2013, shooting 
showed that the pattern of 
wood splinter marks around 
a gunshot wound on Steen- 
lcamp’s right arm indicated 
that the arm was between 


six and 20 centimetres from 
a wood toilet door when it 
was hit by one of four hollow 
point bullets fired through 
the door by Pistorius. 

Wolmarans’ opinion was 
being used by the defence to 
show that Steenlcamp may 
have been reaching out with 
her arm to open the cubicle 
door when she was hit. That 
assertion is in contrast to 
prosecutors’ claims that the 
model was hiding in fear of 
an angiy Pistorius during a 
heated nighttime argument.

Tim Hortons has “confirmed” 
it was Doug Ford — not the 
mayor — who visited a fran¬ 
chise location in the Junction 
on Tuesday morning, a spokes¬ 
person said on Thursday 

Michelle Robichaud, man¬ 
ager of public relations for the 
coffee chain, said employees 
at the west-end Tim Hortons 
reviewed video from security 
cameras and concluded it was 
Councillor Ford who attended 
the restaurant while Mayor Rob 
Ford is reportedly in rehab. 

Tim Hortons is refusing to 
release images from its cameras 
to prove Rob Ford wasn’t there. 

“It is, for sure, Doug,” said 
Robichaud. “That’s all I want to 
say right now — that it was re¬ 
viewed internally, and we can 
confirm it’s Doug.” 


Rob Ford announced he was 
going to rehab last week to deal 
with an “alcohol problem,” and 
has reportedly made calls to a 
Toronto Sun columnist from a 
treatment facility. 

Sixteen-year-old Cayla 
Clarkson, however, claims she 
saw the mayor outside the Tim 
Hortons near Dundas St. W. 
and Clendenan Ave. Tuesday 
around 9 a.m. 

A Tim Hortons employee 
who would not share her name 
also told the Star the mayor 
came into the restaurant that 
morning and ordered coffee 
and a sandwich. 

In the days since the mayor 
took a leave of absence and said 
he was going to rehab, there 
have been several supposed 
Ford sightings in disparate lo¬ 
cations, including Hamilton, 
Richmond Hill and the Home- 
wood Health Centre in Guelph. 

Speaking to reporters 
Thursday, Doug Ford said his 
brother is “nowhere near the 
GTA.”

Book says digital age 
poses risks to privacy 


A new book on surveillance 
in Canada says personal infor¬ 
mation is flowing between the 
public and private sectors in 
unprecedented ways, posing 
fresh risks to privacy. 

The book, Transparent 
Lives: Surveillance in Canada, 
says data gathered for one 
purpose may easily be used 
for another when public and 
private organizations share 
data, flying in the face of fair 
information practices. 

The book is a collaborative 
effort by leading Canadian re¬ 
searchers who identify nine 


key trends. 

The authors conclude 
surveillance of all kinds is 
expanding rapidly due to so¬ 
ciety’s newly digital existence 
at work, rest and play. 

Prof. David Lyon of the 
Surveillance Studies Centre at 
Queen’s University in Kings¬ 
ton, Ont., cautions that there 
is no grand conspiracy. 

But he says many of the 
major trends in surveillance 
are going unnoticed because 
they bubble beneath the sur¬ 
face of mundane transactions.

Dropped out during war 
to care for family 


Walter Ross always wanted 
to finish high school, and on 
Thursday night he was to be 
shuffling across a stage to cele¬ 
brate his graduation — right 
after his grandson. 

The 90-year-old was recent¬ 
ly granted his diploma after 
leaving high school when he 
was 15. The province finally 
credited him with the French 
course he never passed. 

The Edmonton man has 
been invited to join 307 teen¬ 
agers from St. Francis Xavier 
High School as they pull on 
caps and gowns and get ready 
for the next phase of their lives. 

Ross, a spiy, old-fashioned 
gent with hearing aids in both 
ears, smiles as he talks about 
working for 55 years as an 
insurance salesman, raising 
seven kids on his own and wel¬ 
coming 24 grandchildren into 


the world. 

His father had a heart at¬ 
tack when Ross was 15 and in 
Grade 10, with his two brothers 
in the army during the Second 
World War, he left school to 
care for his dad and look after 
the family business. 

Life went on and he eventu¬ 
ally joined the Loyal Edmon¬ 
ton Regiment militia and rose 
through the ranks to com¬ 
manding officer. He served two 
terms as a senator with the 


University of Alberta, although 
he never told officials there he 
didn’t finish high school. 

At his 90th birthday party in 
Januaiy, he announced to his 
family that he had a new pro¬ 
ject: completing Grade 12. 

A cousin helped him apply 
to the province and officials 
granted him a pass on the mis¬ 
sing high school course, giving 
him credits instead for “life ex¬ 
perience.”

At least 50 killed. 
Villagers criticize failure 
of security forces 


Residents of a Nigerian town 
attacked by Boko Haram criti¬ 
cized security forces for fail¬ 
ing to protect them despite 
warnings that the Islamic mil¬ 
itants were nearby. At least 50 
bodies have been recovered, 
many horribly burned, in the 
town. 

The attack on Gamboru, in 
remote northeastern Nigeria 
near the border with Camer¬ 
oon, is part of the Islamic mil¬ 
itants’ campaign of terror that 
included the kidnapping of 
teenaged girls from a school, 
276 of whom remain missing 
and believed held by Boko 
Haram. 

The death toll from the 
Monday afternoon attack in 
Gamboru was initially reported 
by a senator to be as many as 
300, but a security official said 



it is more likely to be around 
100. Some Gamboru residents 
said bodies were recovered 
from the debris of burned 
shops around the town’s main 


market, which was the focus of 
the attack. 

The bodies were found after 
the market reopened on Wed¬ 
nesday as health workers, vol¬ 


unteers and traders searched 
for missing people, said Gam¬ 
boru resident Abuwar Masta. 

Masta and other traders 
said that some villagers had 


warned the security forces of 
an impending attack after in¬ 
surgents were seen camping in 
the bush near Gamboru.

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Earthquake rocks Mexico’s Pacific coast 


Mexico City. 

Thousands pour out 
of office buildings, 
following pre-planned 
evacuation routes 


A strong earthquake shook 
the southern Pacific coast of 
Mexico and several states, 
including the capital on 


Thursday, sending frightened 
people into unseasonal tor¬ 
rential rains that were also 
bearing down on the coast. 

The 6.4-magnitude quake 
in southern Guerrero state 
had an epicentre about 15 
kilometres north of Tecpan 
de Galeana, according to 
the U.S. Geological Survey, 
and was felt about 277 kilo¬ 
metres miles away in Mexico 
City, where office workers

streamed into the streets 
away from high-rise build¬ 
ings. There were no immedi¬

Tecpan, near the epi¬ 
centre, shook ferociously, 
causing a “wave of panic” 
and some roofs to cave in. But 
there were no injuries. 

In Chilpancingo, the cap¬ 
ital of Guerrero state, a wall 
collapsed and in Acapulco 
civil protection crews had 
found nothing so far except 
scared citizens who were 


forced to take refuge in the 
heavy rain that was hitting 
the region. 

A 7.2-magnitude quake 
with an epicentre about 66 
kilometres from Thursday’s 
quake shook central and 
southern Mexico on April 18. 

That quake occurred along 
a section of the Pacific Coast 
known as the Guerrero Seis¬ 
mic Gap that USGS says has 
the potential to produce a 


quake as strong as magnitude 
8.4, potentially much more 
powerful than the magni¬ 
tude-8.1 quake that killed 
9,500 people and devastated 
Mexico City in 1985. 

Mexico City is vulnerable 
to distant earthquakes be¬ 
cause much of it sits atop the 
muddy sediments of drained 
lake beds that jiggle like jelly 
when the quake waves hit.

South Korean prosecutors 
on Thursday detained the 
head of the company that 
owns the ferry that sank 
last month over an allega¬ 
tion of cargo overloading. 

Authorities believe im¬ 
proper stowage and over¬ 
loading of cargo are one 
possible reason the ferry 
sank on April 16, leaving 
more than 300 people dead 
or missing. Four employees 
at the ferry’s owner Chong- 


haejin Marine Co. Ltd, who 
handled cargo on the Se- 
wol, have already been ar¬ 
rested. 

Kim Han-sik, president 
of Chonghaejin, was de¬ 
tained Thursday ahead of 
his possible formal arrest 
on allegations that he was 
aware that the ferry ex¬ 
ceeded its cargo limit, but 
didn’t do anything before 
it started its trip, according 
to senior prosecutor Yang 


Jung-jin. 

“I feel very sorry for 
the victims ... their family 
members. I committed a 
grave sin,” Kim, wearing 
a cap and a mask, told re¬ 
porters at a detention fa¬ 
cility in the southern port 
city of Mokpo, according to 
South Korean TV footage.

Tens of thousands 
demonstrate, demand 
changes promised by 
president’s campaign 


Tens of thousands of stu¬ 
dents protested in Chile on 
Thursday in the first march 
demanding education reform 
since President Michelle Ba- 
chelet took power on prom¬ 
ises of deep changes. 

The students marched 
through the streets of down¬ 
town Santiago heading to La 
Moneda presidential palace 
in a mostly peaceful protest 
that was marred at the end 
by hooded vandals who in¬ 
filtrated the demonstrations 
to clash with police throw¬ 
ing rocks and petrol bombs. 
About 1,800 police officers 
guarded the march to avoid 
more violence. Student lead¬ 
ers estimated the crowd at 


100,000 but police said it was 
closer to 40,000 people. 

Bachelet was inaugurated 
for a new presidential term 
two months ago. She has 
vowed an education over¬ 
haul funded by a corporate 
tax hike in response to the 
millions of people who have 
taken part in protests since 
2011 demanding deep chan¬ 
ges to a system suffering from 
poor quality public schools, 
unprepared teachers and ex¬ 
pensive private universities. 

Students say the govern¬ 
ment is finally on the right 
course after years of staging 
massive marches demanding 
free, quality education. But 
they say it’s still not enough 
and they want to be part of 
the reform. 

“I think these projects 
are aimed in the right direc¬ 
tion, but it’s unfortunate that 
there is no process of par¬ 
ticipation and debate,” said 
Naschla Aburman, a student 
leader at Universidad Catol- 
ica.

Rebels blow up 
historic hotel 

With a gigantic explosion, 
Syrian rebels on Thursday 
levelled a historic hotel be¬ 
ing used as an army base in 
the northern city of Aleppo 
by detonating bomb-packed 
tunnels beneath it, activists 
and militants said. 

The blast near Aleppo’s 
medieval citadel, an impos¬ 
ing city landmark that 


was once swarming with 
tourists, killed an unknown 
number of soldiers. It 
turned the Carlton Hotel, 
known for its elegant archi¬ 
tecture and proximity to the 
citadel, into a pile of rubble. 

The attack was a power¬ 
ful statement that the rebels 
could still deal heavy blows 
elsewhere in Syria even as 
they withdrew from Homs, 
surrendering that city to 
President Bashar Assad’s 
forces.

Yemeni armed forces on 
Thursday swept al-Qaida 
fighters out of a district in 
the country’s south, one of 
the main goals of the major 
offensive waged by the mil- 
itaiy the past two weeks, the 
Defence Ministry said, amid 
fears of retaliatoiy attacks 


which officials say prompted 
the closure of the U.S. em¬ 
bassy as a precaution. 

The ministiy said that 
dozens of suspected mil¬ 
itants have been killed and 
captured in the past week 
as troops and allied tribal 
fighters seized a string of 
al-Qaida-held areas. In the 
operation in Mahfad, Yem¬ 
eni forces were reportedly 
backed by U.S. drone strikes 
targeting an al-Qaida base 
hidden in the remote moun¬ 
tains.

Alberta couple blames 
nearby operations for 
hair loss, nosebleeds

Nielle Hawkwood began noti¬ 
cing that her hair was falling 
out about four years ago. She 
also began experiencing skin 
irritation — as did her hus¬ 
band, Howard — as well as 
nosebleeds. 

Two years ago, she was 
diagnosed with alopecia, 
which causes significant hair 
loss. 

“The dermatologist said 
something has affected my 
immune system,” said Nielle, 
during a visit in April to the 
couple’s 456-hectare cattle 
ranch nestled amongst the 
rolling brown hills north of 
Calgaiy. They have been there 
for 34 years and it’s been in 
Howard’s family since 1972. 

Both Nielle and Howard 
believe their recent health 
problems are the result of an 
increase in fracking wells be¬ 
ing drilled in the area — 110 
in the past four years and 
another 39 projected for this 
year. The closest is four kilo¬ 
metres from their ranch. 

They assert that the hair 
loss, skin irritation and 
nosebleeds did not exist be¬ 
fore the rise of fracking in 


the area. 

For its part, Lochend In- 
dustiy Producers Group 
(LIPG), which consists of four 
different oil and gas compan¬ 
ies active in the area, says 
there has been no water con¬ 
tamination and that the risk 
of water or air contamination 
to people living within 10 
kilometres from a fracking 
well is “exceedingly” small. 

The companies set surface 
casings — a concrete and 
steel barrier that line the well 
to prevent fracking fluid from 
entering the ground water 
— to 600 metres, double the 
required regulatory depths in 
the Lochend area. 

As well, the group says, the 
productive fracking zone is 
approximately 2,200 metres 
below the ground, far below 
a typical water well that sits 
at around 45 metres deep. 

But the health issues 
raised by the Hawkwoods 
could prove a cautionary tale 
for residents and industiy in 
Northeast B.C., where a mas¬ 
sive expansion of shale gas 
fracking is underway. 

“I think those are fair and 
legitimate questions that the 
public are asking,” said Geoff 
Morrison, the manager of 
B.C. operations for the Can¬ 
adian Association of Petrol¬ 
eum Producers, about health 
and environmental concerns. 

“We’re trying to do an im¬ 
proved job of reassuring the 
public about our practices so 
they can come to reasonable 
conclusions about safety. 

“Social licences have two 
components: One is doing the 
right thing and being regu¬

lated in the proper way, and 
the other is communications. 
For us, in B.C. ... we’ve been 
well-regulated and are doing 
the right thing.” 

A recent study by the 
Council of Canadian Academ¬ 
ies found human health and 
well-being may be affected by 
the various environmental ef¬ 
fects resulting from shale gas 
development. 

“Health impacts are not 
well understood and addi¬ 
tional research is required,” 
the report concluded. 

Metro requested an inter¬ 
view with Alberta’s Ministry 
of Health about any health 
complaints near the Hawk¬ 
woods’ ranch and related to 
fracking, but a spokesperson 
was not made available. 

The Hawkwoods, how¬ 
ever, aren’t only worried 
about their own health. 

Last spring and summer, 
the Hawkwoods say 18 of 
their cows died, while seven 
others appeared thin and un¬ 
healthy, and did not calve. 

A necropsy of one female 
bovine conducted last April 
— the document of the test¬ 
ing was viewed by two Metro 
reporters — noted the cause 
of death was undetermined, 
but the Hawkwoods believe 
water contamination was the 


cause and fracking the cul¬ 
prit. 

The sudden deaths of 
some of the Hawkwood’s 
cows not only has a financial 
impact — each cow is worth 
about $1,800 — but also to 
the reputation of his ranch. 

LIPG points out that it 
receives very few concerns 
and most of those are fo¬ 
cused on increased traffic, 
dust and noise associated 
with increased activity. They 
say member companies take 
complaints veiy seriously and 
the majority of concerns are 
answered to the complain¬ 
ant’s satisfaction. 

“There has been a very 
small group of residents who 
individually and collectively 
have expressed their oppos¬ 
ition to resource develop¬ 
ment and we continue to 
work with them to address 
their concerns,” said LIPG in 
an email. 

However, with their grow¬ 
ing concern over health and 
environmental effects, the 
Hawkwoods have contem¬ 
plated moving away from 
their ranch, which has been 
in their family for five dec¬ 
ades. 

“I’m a little bit upset about 
it. So where do I go? I love liv¬ 
ing in the area.”

If you pull over on north¬ 
eastern B.C.’s Alaska High¬ 
way and drive a few hundred 
metres into the bush, you’ll 
smell it first. Then you’ll see 
flies buzzing over a deep pit. 
It is filled with decomposing 
moose carcasses. 

These pits dot the high¬ 
way, said Carl Gitscheff of 
the B.C. Wildlife Federation 
— the final resting places 
of the large animals killed 
by the high traffic of trucks 
and transport trailers re¬ 
quired by the gas industry. 
He estimates that more 
than a dozen moose are 


killed daily. 

While Gitscheff, a trap¬ 
per and hunter in the re¬ 
gion, hasn’t noticed any 
mutations or internal health 
problems in the animals, 
the gas industry’s massive 
footprint has carved out 
crucial pieces of wildlife 
habitat. 

They’re competing for 
land because good oil and 
gas country, he says, is also 
good wildlife country. 

“When you have a geo¬ 
logical formation that 
makes coal and oil and gas, 
for whatever reason it’s also 


good for wildlife.” 

Pipeline right of ways can 
destroy wildlife connections 
between land and water, he 
said. He added that one solu¬ 
tion would be boring under¬ 
ground to build instead of 
digging the surface. 

Exploration activity can 
destroy trees and scare away 
female animals who nest in 
them, leaving young marten 
and fisher to die. 

“Companies should be 
obligated to mitigate this. 
Who’s going to push that? 
The public.” emily jackson/

Cracks in foundation 


Report on safety. B.C. 
unmoved as rest of 
the country remains 
fractured on fracking 



There are mounting calls for 
British Columbia to join other 
provinces and ease its foot 
off the liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) pedal to better study the 
health and environmental im¬ 
pacts of fracking. 

The Council of Canadian 
Academies (CCA) last week 
released a report concluding 
that there isn’t enough scien¬ 
tific study about the impacts of 
fracking to declare it safe. 

The independent report 
specifically cited concerns 
about well integrity, emissions 
and the possibility of water 
contamination. 

Quebec, Nova Scotia, and 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
have all had similar concerns 
and placed moratoriums on 
the practice. 

But the B.C. government 
has refused to do the same. 

“I don’t agree with [the 
CCA],” Rich Coleman, the min¬ 
ister responsible for LNG, told 
media. “[The report] does not 
give me any cause for concern 
because I know we already 
study this on a regular basis. 
We track it on a regular basis 
and we know what our stats 
are. I think we have it pretty 
much right.” 

Lack of confidence 

Not eveiyone shares the gov¬ 
ernment’s confidence. 

The proposed TransCanada 
North Montney Mainline pro¬ 
ject in northeast B.C. would see 
a 301-kilometre pipeline carry 
natural gas through Halfway 
River First Nation territoiy. 

“The elders look out their 
back window and that line will 


be right there,” said Halfway 
River Chief Darlene Hunter. 
“It’s just like me coming into 
your backyard and ripping up 
your place and being OK with 
that.” 

Striking a balance between 
economic development and 
health concerns has been a 
challenge for many First Na¬ 
tions, according to Prophet 
River Chief Lynette Tsalcoza. 

“Right now it’s a big con¬ 
cern,” Tsalcoza said. “Eveiy na¬ 
tion wants economic develop¬ 
ment, and at the same time 
we’re trying to fight for our 
territoiy, our environment and 
our water. Everything.” 

Fears around fracking 

Dr. Warren Bell, a family phys¬ 
ician in Salmon Arm, B.C. and 
founding member of the Can¬ 
adian Association of Physicians 
for the Environment, believes 
the fears around fracking are 
justified. 

“There’s abundant evi¬ 
dence in the Eastern States 
where fracking has been go¬ 
ing on for some time. You’ve 
heard of a burning drinking 
water scenario, and that’s be¬ 
cause chemicals have come up 
far, far away from the well site 
simply because in this process 
of fracturing, you allow gases 
to escape. Methane plus the 
chemicals used in fracking, 
some of which are carcino¬ 
gens, are starting to appear in 
places they shouldn’t be.” 

The province has commis¬ 
sioned its own human health 
assessment into oil and gas 
development in northeast B.C., 
which is currently underway 
by a company called Intrinsilc 
Environmental Services. 

The findings are expected 
to be handed over to the Min¬ 
istry of Health sometime this 
summer. 

Fort St. John Mayor Lori 
Ackerman, who wants to see 
increased air monitoring in 
her city, said the community 
welcomes the study. 


“If there are issues, then 
necessity is the mother of all 
invention and let’s take a look 
at how we can correct that,” 
Ackerman said. “If we don’t 
have baseline [air quality] in¬ 
formation, then this is a way to 
get it, through this study.” 

Critics, however, are con¬ 
cerned the findings may fall 
on deaf ears. 

The NDP Opposition has 
accused the provincial gov¬ 
ernment of undermining the 
environment with regulation 
changes that allow for gas de¬ 
velopment on protected agri¬ 
cultural and park lands. 

The Liberals also attempted 
to scrap the environmental 
assessment process for sweet 
natural gas plants in April. 

But those plans were re¬ 
versed within hours after gov¬ 
ernment and industry reps 
were ejected from an LNG con¬ 
ference hosted by shocked and 
angry First Nations leaders in 
Fort Nelson. 

Forced to apologize 

Environment Minister Maiy 
Polalc was forced to apolo¬ 
gize for “failing to discuss the 
amendment with First Nations 
prior to its approval.” 

West Coast Environmental 
Law Association lawyer Anna 
Johnston warned the steps 
amount to “a slide towards en¬ 
vironmental deregulation.” 

That hasn’t stopped the 
government from trying to 
reassure the public that frack¬ 
ing — so integral to B.C.’s eco¬ 
nomic outlook — is safe. 

“We in British Columbia do 
fracking better than anybody 
else in the world,” Premier 
Christy Clark told Metro after 
announcing an LNG trade mis¬ 
sion to Asia on April 30. “We 
learn from what we do here 
because, in 50 years of frack¬ 
ing, there hasn’t been a single 
reported case of water contam¬ 
ination in British Columbia. 
That’s a pretty good record.”

Taxpayer-funded 

surgery ordered.

Massachusetts prison of¬ 
ficials on Thursday made 
another push to overturn 
a court ruling that would 
force them to provide a 
taxpayer-funded sex-change 
operation to a murder con¬ 
vict with gender-identity 
disorder. 

The inmate has been 
given a substantial amount 
of care, including female 
hormones, laser hair re¬ 
moval and psychotherapy, 
and doesn’t need the sur¬ 
gery, the Department of Cor¬ 
rections attorney Richard 
McFarland told the 1st U.S. 



Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Boston. 

“The clinician didn’t say 
you must have this surgery, 
but that if you want it, you 
can get it,” McFarland said 
Thursday. Only five per cent 
of people diagnosed with

the disorder actually under¬ 
go sex-assignment surgery, 
he added. 

Michelle Kosilek, born 
Robert Kosilek, has been in 
a heated legal battle to get 
the surgery, which she says 
is required to relieve the 


emotional stress caused by 
the disorder. Kosilek is cur¬ 
rently serving a life sentence 
for killing spouse Cheryl 
Kosilek in 1990. 

In 2012, a federal judge 
ruled that the department 
must give Kosilek the sur¬ 
gery. 

In January, that decision 
was reaffirmed by a three- 
judge panel of the 1st U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which said it is a constitu¬ 
tional right to receive med¬ 
ically necessary treatment 
“even if that treatment 
strikes some as odd or un¬ 
orthodox.” 

The prisons department 
appealed and won a rehear¬ 
ing before the full appeals 
court. It could take months 
to issue a decision. 

If it loses its appeals, Mas¬ 
sachusetts would be the first 
state to fund sex-reassign¬ 
ment surgery for an inmate.

School board denounces 
Holocaust assignment 


The school board of a South¬ 
ern California district where 
students were told to write 
an essay on whether they 
believe the Holocaust really 
happened said at a packed 
public meeting Wednesday 
night that it was a “horribly 
inappropriate” assignment 
for which the board takes 
“full responsibility.” 

Rialto Unified School Board 
president Joanne Gilbert read 
the remarks after a closed ses¬ 
sion that followed a heated 
public meeting where Jewish 
groups, tolerance organiza¬ 
tions and community leaders 
denounced the assignment. 

The initial assignment 
given to eighth-graders was 
to do some research and 
write an essay explaining 
whether they believed the 
Holocaust was a real historic¬ 
al event or a political scheme 
to influence public emotion 
and gain. It was developed in 
December by a group of lan¬ 
guage arts teachers planning 
a unit on The Diary of Anne 
Frank.

The district had already 
withdrawn the assignment 
and called it an error. 

But the school board went 
much further in its denuncia¬ 
tion Wednesday night, and 
promised broader action to 
prevent similar incidents, 
including sensitivity train¬ 
ing for eighth-graders at the 
Museum of Tolerance in Los 
Angeles. 

State Senator Norma Tor¬ 
res, who represents the area 
and was one of several polit¬ 
ical officials in attendance, 
urged the board to make a 
strong statement. 

“Hate has no place in Ri¬ 
alto,” Torres said. “Hate has 
no place in our classrooms.”

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Pro-Russian rebels vow referendum 
will go ahead — despite wishes of Putin 



Eastern Ukraine. 
Insurgents defy call by 
Russian president to 
put off Sunday’s vote 
on secession 


In an obscure government of¬ 
fice guarded by a man in a 
red T-shirt armed only with a 
stick, two photocopy machines 
churned out ballots Thursday 
for eastern Ukraine’s referen¬ 
dum on secession. 

In apparent defiance of 
a call by Russian President 
Vladimir Putin to put off the 
vote, insurgents in eastern 
Ukraine insisted Thursday 
they will go ahead with this 
Sunday’s referendum. 

“Putin is seeking a way out 
of the situation. We are grate¬ 
ful to him for this,” said Denis 
Pushilin, co-chairman of the 
Donetsk People’s Republic, 
as the pro-Russian rebels call 
themselves. 

“But we are just a bullhorn 


for the people,” he declared. 
“We just voice what the 
people want.” 

Ukraine has in recent 
weeks grown perilously 
polarized, with the west 


looking toward Europe and 
the east favouring closer 
ties with Russia. Thursday’s 
pronouncement was likely 
to further inflame tensions 
between the interim govern¬ 


ment in Kyiv that took power 
in February, and the armed 
insurgents, who have seized 
government buildings in 
more than a dozen cities in 
the east, the associated press

Ukrainians 
want to stay 
united: Poll 

A strong majority of 
Ukrainians want their 
country to remain a single, 
unified state and this is 
true even in the largely 
Russian-speaking east 
where a pro-Russia insur¬ 
gency has been fighting for 
autonomy, a poll released 
Thursday shows. 

The survey results were 
released just hours before 
the pro-Russia forces in 
eastern Ukraine said they 
would go ahead with a 
referendum on autonomy 
planned for Sunday. 

The poll, by the Pew 
Research Center in Washing¬ 
ton, found that 77 per cent 
of people nationwide want 


Ukraine to maintain its cur¬ 
rent borders. 

Even in the east the 
figure is 70 per cent. 

Only among Russian 
speakers does the percent¬ 
age drop significantly, but 
it is still over half at 58 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, Canada’s 
foreign affairs minister 
expressed skepticism 
Thursday about Russian 
President Vladimir Putin’s 
pledge to pull his country’s 
troops from Ukraine’s 
border. 

“We would obviously 
want to verify any commit¬ 
ment made by the leader¬ 
ship of the Russian Federa¬ 
tion,” John Baird said. 

“Their actions in 
Ukraine over the past six 
months have been deplor¬ 
able.”

The Sarfraz family pulled into a 
dark, deserted mall parking lot. 

As sunrise approached, Ai- 
sha Sarfraz, 8, was joined by 
other girls in a growing line 
outside the Indigo bookstore at 
Yorlcdale Mall in Toronto. Just 
after 7 a.m., Sarfraz got to go 
behind the black velvet curtain. 
The girls (with mothers, fath¬ 
ers and brothers in tow) rushed 
past the books and into the 
new pink-and-white American 
Girl store within the Indigo. 

“It was fun,” said the fan. 

The morning ended with 
another line at the register and 
a $941 receipt. 

The price of the dolls, which 
start at $125, did not deter more 
than 5,000 people in Toronto 
and Vancouver from checking 
out Indigo CEO Heather Reis- 
man’s latest business gambit 
last weekend. While books be¬ 
come a harder sell, Canada’s 
only national bookstore chain 
is stocking everything from 
dolls to Poppin office supplies 
to toasted coconut marshmal¬ 
lows. For fiscal 2013, its con¬ 
solidated revenues slid 4.4 per 
cent to $892.5 million. Reisman 
is set to announce fiscal 2014 
results on May 27. 

They declined to comment 
for this story. 

“They’re obviously work¬ 
ing out what they’re going to 
evolve to,” said Maureen Atkin¬ 
son, a retail analyst at J.C. Wil¬ 
liams Group. “Not eveiything 
they’re testing will be a hit.”

store giants Barnes & Noble 
and Borders Group planned 
to open superstores north of 
the border. Reisman was head 
of Cott Beverages, and was ap¬ 
proached to lead Borders’ bid. 
The plan was quashed, as it did 
not meet Canada’s ownership 
policies for foreign booksellers. 
Borders filed for bankruptcy in 
2011. Barnes & Noble’s bid also 
failed and it is limping towards 
its 100th birthday in 2017. 

Reisman, now 65, has prov¬ 
en to be remarkably resilient 
over the years. After the Bor¬ 
ders deal crumbled she opened 
her first Indigo Books, Music & 
More store in 1997 in Burling¬ 
ton, Ont. By 2001 Indigo and 
Chapters merged, effectively 
giving the tastemalcer a mon¬ 
opoly on Canada’s book mar-

Chapters store closed in To¬ 
ronto in Februaiy, the founder 
pinned the closures partially on 
soaring rents. But that’s only

Reisman has seen the writ¬ 
ing on the wall. At least for 
now, physical paperback books 
are still the No. 1 choice for 
readers, making up 58 per 
cent of sales in 2012, followed 
by hardcovers at 24 per cent, 
according to BookNet, a non¬ 
profit that collects data on the 
industry. But many of those 
books are now bought online. 

Indigo launched chapters, 
indigo.ca in 2001. In 2002 Ama¬ 
zon.ca, the Canadian version 
of Amazon.com, came along. 
Amazon is now the world’s 
largest online retailer, with 
revenue of $74.5 billion US in 


Selling online cuts over¬ 
costs, but it is cut-throat. 
The “Heathers Kids Pick” The 
Day the Crayons Quit is $19 in 
Indigo stores, but $13.72 in the 
online store for Plum Rewards 
users — the same price as on 
Amazon.ca. Price-matching 
seems to be working. From Oct. 
to Dec. 2013, Indigo’s online 
sales surged 19.3 per cent to a 
record $41.5 million, said a re¬ 
lease. And then there’s ebooks. 

Indigo launched the e-read- 
er Kobo to much fanfare in 
2010. By the end of 2011 Kobo 
Inc. was sold for $315 million 
US. It’s looking like a smart 
move as a 2013 BookNet study 
found the appetite has already 
plateaued at about 15 per cent. 
A Pew Research Center report 
shows 32 per cent of ebook 
readers read them on their 
phones, while 78 per cent of 
tablet owners read them on 
those devices. 

But the competition for 
ebooks remains stiff. The Day 
the Crayons Quit is $11.99 for 
the Kobo edition, while Ama- 
zon.ca’s Kindle version is $8.99. 

The young Aisha is a bit 
old-fashioned. She still buys 
the real thing in person at 
Yorkdale’s Indigo. Her mother 
and little brother usually tag 
along. The store is trying hard 
to appeal to mothers too, of¬ 
fering eveiything from Godiva 
chocolates to a 50-per-cent off 
sale this week on five books 
for Mother’s Day. But Aisha’s 
mother, Sarah, can’t recall ever 
buying anything for herself. 

“I’m not a reader. I’m a mov¬ 
ie person,” she said.

Airlines tried and failed to 
block a federal rule in the U.S. 
making them tell passengers 
up front the full cost of airfare, 
including government taxes 
and fees. So they’re hying an¬ 
other route, asking Congress to 
do what the Obama administra¬ 
tion and the courts refused to 
do: roll back the law. 

A bill in Congress would al¬ 
low airlines to return to their 
old way of doing things, which 
was to emphasize in ads the 
base airfare — the amount air¬ 
lines charge passengers to fly— 


but reveal the full price includ¬ 
ing taxes and fees separately. 

Before the Transportation 
Department put its regulation 
in place two years ago, airlines 
and ticketing services would 
typically display the lower base 
fare in large type and show 
taxes and fees in small print. 
Consumers shopping online 
often weren’t shown taxes and 
fees unless they scrolled to the 
bottom of the web page or 
clicked through several pages 
after selecting a flight.

Downer. U.S. insurers 
wary about covering pot 


Patients who use medical 
marijuana for pain and other 
chronic symptoms can take 
an unwanted hit: Insurers 
don’t cover the treatment, 
which costs as much as 
$1,000 US a month. 

Once the drug of choice 
for hippies and rebellious 
teens, marijuana in recent 
years has gained more main¬ 
stream acceptance for its 
ability to boost appetite, dull 
pain and reduce seizures in 
everyone from epilepsy to 
cancer patients in America. 

Still, insurers are reluc¬ 
tant to cover it, in part be¬ 
cause of conflicting laws. 


While 21 U.S. states have 
passed laws approving it for 
medical use, the drug still is 
illegal federally and in most 
states. 

But perhaps the biggest 
hurdle for insurers is the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion hasn’t approved it. Ma¬ 
jor insurers generally don’t 
cover treatments that are not 
approved by the FDA, and 
that approval depends on big 
clinical studies that measure 
safety, effectiveness and side 
effects. 

That research can take 
years and millions of dollars.

Tim Hortons chief executive 
Marc Caira says he wants the 
chain to be a priority for Can¬ 
adians at the lunch hour. 

The CEO said Thursday that 
he’s determined to make the 
company the lunchtime lead¬ 
er among quick-food outlets 
through its growing variety of 
sandwiches, grilled paninis and 
other offerings. 

“In this low-growth era you 
need to aggressively go after 
these segments because there’s 
potential to grow,” he said in 
an interview after the com¬ 
pany’s shareholders meeting. 

Caira said the recent launch 


of its crispy chicken sandwich 
is helping the company achieve 
the goal of presenting itself as 
an alternative to its biggest 
competitors, which include Mc¬ 
Donald’s and Burger King. 

At the same time, Caira 
wants to focus more on nu¬ 
trition, emphasizing that his 


company’s chicken sandwich 
contains more protein and less 
fat than comparable offerings. 

“Our responsibility is to 
make the product as healthy 
as possible and provide you 
the information to help you 
make the right decision,” he 
said. “It’s very easy to make (a) 


donut really, really healthy. The 
problem is you wouldn’t buy it 
because there’s no taste.” Caira 
said the national coffee and 
doughnut chain needs to move 
faster to test and launch food 
items as it faces off against ag¬ 
gressive competitors.

Neighbors. Frat boy

Richard: Mark, there’s an 
old saying that goes, “You 
can choose your friends, 
but you can’t choose your 
family.” True enough, but 
as this movie teaches us, 
you should add neighbours 
to the “cannot choose” list. 
Living next door to the frat 
boys would be a nightmare 
in real life, but in reel life, 
it’s a great situation for 


humour. The movie is not 
so much a story as it is an 
idea played out in a ser¬ 
ies of gags, but it is funny. 
Raunchy, but funny. 

Mark: Also a movie that 
would have us believe there 
are no zoning bylaws in this 
fictitious college town. And 
Richard, I half agree with 
you. There are two mov¬ 
ies here. One is the story 
of a young married couple 
with a baby; the other, the 
story of a bunch of frat- 
house goofs. The former is 
extremely funny: Seth Ro¬ 
gen and Rose Byrne have a 
comedic chemistry as good 
as any great vaudeville duo. 
The frat boys, unfortunate¬ 
ly, are mostly indistinguish¬ 


able and their scenes made 
me long for Animal House. 
Why cast the wonderful 
Christopher Mintz-Plasse 
and give him so little to do? 

RC: I wondered that as 
well, but let’s face it, in the 
frat house side of things, 
Efron’s abs are the star. 
And his hair. And toothy 
grin. No room for the less 
physical charms of Mintz- 
Plasse. The real charm here, 
though, as you say, lies with 
Rogen and Byrne. They have 
great chemistry, and are a 
natural match — like frat 
boys and bongs. Their story 
doesn’t hinge on the war 
with the neighbours, how¬ 
ever, as much as it does 
the way they battle against 


growing up. Their need to 
be thought of as cool while 
still being responsible 
adults, is very funny and 
adds a nice subtext to what 
could have been simply a 
very silly comedy. 

MB: And in this way, the 
movie could be seen as a 
sequel to Knocked Up. Both 
films deal with Rogen as 
a dad and a late bloomer 
to maturity. Neighbours 
wouldn’t be nearly as suc¬ 
cessful if the couple were 
older or stuffier. It hits 
the right note of them be¬ 
ing almost young enough 
to take part in frat-house 
shenanigans, but not with 
the responsibility of a new¬ 
born. As a recent first-time 


dad, I can tell you they got 
all those jokes right. But, 
Richard, I still laughed 
the hardest at some of the 
physical stuff. The airbag 
sequence is bound to be a 
classic. 

RC: The airbag gags made 
me laugh, for sure, but 
the real treat for me was 
watching Rose Byrne, in her 
natural Aussie accent, out- 
cursing and outdoing Rogen 
with razor-sharp comic tim¬ 
ing. 

MB: Or check out her seduc¬ 
tion scene of two frat kids 
— one male, one female — 
which will get an applause 
break from the audience 
every time!

Spanning 6o years and 30 films, 
Godzilla has run the gamut from topical war metaphor to so-bad-they're-good B-movies. So without further adieu, it's time for a monster movie marathon.

Gojira (1954) 


Despite the franchise’s 
low-rent reputation, the 
first-ever Godzilla film was 
much more than a special 
effects laden cheap thrill. In 
Japan, Godzilla himself was 
an allegoiy for something 
veiy real and veiy devastat¬ 
ing: the atomic bomb. The 
negative effects of atom 
and hydrogen bomb test¬ 
ing were a contemporaiy 
reahty in 1950s Japan, and 
Godzilla — a horrific force 
of destruction bom out of 
nuclear testing — was their 
avatar. As the vengeful King 

of Monsters stomped through a grainy black-and-white 
Tokyo, raining radioactive death on a helpless city, 
Japanese audiences reportedly watched in “sombre 
silence, broken by periodic weeping.” That according to 
the New York Times. 





The Return of 
Godzilla (1984) 



After decades of increasingly 
silly and light-hearted films, 
the Godzilla franchise was 
laid to rest in 1975 with Ter¬ 
ror of Mechagodzilla. The big guy would rise again near¬ 
ly 10 years later in The Return of Godzilla — a movie 
that saw the restoration of the malevolent monster that 
first emerged from the Pacific Ocean in 1954. Gone were 
the laughable monster sidekicks, and the basement- 
budget special effects. Facing off against the Japanese 
militaiy and their ultimate anti-Godzilla weapon, this 
would be one of the only Godzilla films ever made not 
to feature an enemy lcaiju (giant monster). 



Must-see 
Godzilla flicks 

Godzilla (1998) 

Hollywood’s first attempt at an 
American Godzilla flick crashed 
and burned in spectacular fash¬ 
ion, tanking at file box office and 
ticking off old-school Godzilla 
fans, who struggled to recognize 
the iconic monster’s T-Rex style 
makeover. A “lobotomized” (as 
one writer puts it) plot and poor 
acting earned the film the 1998 
Raspbeny for Worst Remake or 
Sequel. The movie was so bad, 

Toho went out of its way to acknowledge the American 
Godzilla as a completely separate entity from the “real” King 
of Monsters, and would poke fun at it in movies to come. 




Destroy All Monsters (1968) 

This is rubber-suit-wearing, cardboard-city-destroying 
action at its finest. There are spaceships, aliens, and yes, 
monsters. Eleven of them, actually. When the world’s 
lcaiju (giant monsters) start going haywire and attacking 
various capital cities around the globe, it turns out a 
race of all-female silver-jumpsuit-wearing aliens are be¬ 
hind it, using mind-control devices on the monsters and 
levelling the Earth. Unlike its illustrious predecessor of 
the 1950s, Destroy all Monsters is pure B-movie shloclc. 
With amusingly poor special effects, hilarious English 
dubbing, wild editing, and just general nonsensical plot 
elements, it’s a monster-mash that’s so bad, it’s good. 


Godzilla 2000 (1999) 



In 1999, Toho — the company 
behind each and eveiy 
Japanese Godzilla film — 
rebooted the franchise for a 
third time with Godzilla 2000, 
a classically minded modem 
take on the king of lcaiju. 

Godzilla 2000 combined 
the old-school master model work that made Godzilla 
famous in the first place with the computer-generated 
special effects of a new age. The result was a film that 
retained all the cheesy charm of the Godzilla of yester¬ 
year, with the best special effects of the day. Unlike its 
1954 or 1984 counterparts, Godzilla 2000 doesn’t it take 
itself too seriously. 



Movies. Gerard Butler makes his 
Point and Breaks from film remake 



Gerard Butler has left 
the Point Break remake. 
The Point Break schedule 
clashed with that of the 
Olympus Has Fallen sequel 
for the 300 and How to 
Train Your Dragon actor. 

Butler had been in place 
to play the role of Bodhi, ori¬ 
ginally portrayed by Patrick 
Swayze in the 1991 surf-and- 
banlc-heist original, while 
Luke Bracey (G.I. Joe: Retalia¬ 
tion) is FBI agent Johnny Utah 
(originally Keanu Reeves), 
tasked with infiltrating 
Bodhi’s gang. 

The split results from 
both creative differences and 
scheduling issues, according 
to sources speaking with The 
Hollywood Reporter, with Point 
Break to shoot from June and 
London Has Fallen calling its 


returning cast to set in August. 

That means a new Bodhi 
for Alcon Entertainment (April 
2014’s Transcendence) and 
director Ericson Core (2006 


sports film Invincible), with 
Alcon determined to stick to 
its original start date for Point 
Break.

New Godzilla pays 
homage to the 
nightmare of the film 
that started it all

Sixty years ago, a reptilian 
nightmare was birthed from 
the bowels of Tokyo to lay 
waste to everything in its 
path, roaring like atomic 
death and sending Japan 
into a pop culture swoon. 
The film was 1954’s Gojira, 
shipped to the U.S., dubbed, 
padded with footage of char¬ 
acter actor Raymond (Perry 
Mason) Burr looking con¬ 
cerned and re-titled Godz¬ 
illa. Sequel followed sequel, 
new monsters were intro¬ 
duced and a global phenom¬ 
enon that spanned genera¬ 
tions and multiple-medias 
evolved, its scaly, iconic 
shadow still looming large. 

And now, Legendary 
Pictures and British direc¬ 
tor Gareth Edwards have 
revived the Big G legacy 
anew for their hotly antici¬ 
pated American remount. 
And though the filmmaker 
admits to a life-long love of 
’Zilla flicks, nothing could 
properly prepare him for 
the myth he would end up 
inheriting. 

“My first experience 
watching a Godzilla mov¬ 
ie was when I was still at 
school,” Edwards, whose 


previous film was the in¬ 
novative indie hit Monsters. 

“But I only saw the ori¬ 
ginal black-and-white ver¬ 
sion when I was in my 30s 
after the British Film Insti¬ 
tute rereleased the film on 
DVD. I had actually been 
watching it a few days be¬ 
fore I got the call from my 
agent. He asked if I was sit¬ 
ting down, so I did. They 
then asked ‘Legendary have 
called and asked if you’d 
be interested in Godzilla?’ 
After that, I made a point of 
tracking all 28 of the films 
down and completing my 


collection. I even bought the 
Hanna-Barbera Cartoon — 
that how keen I was to be a 
good student!” 

Anyone who has seen 
the spine-shaking theatrical 
trailer for Edwards’ Godzilla 
redux knows that Edwards 
and company are not fool¬ 
ing around. This isn’t a mere 
man-in-a-suit Toho Studios 
’Zilla romp, nor is it the 
smarmy, dumbed-down-dino 
opus of the 1998 Roland Em¬ 
merich fiasco. This Godzilla 
is a nightmare, akin to the 
original film. A tale of hu¬ 
man folly answered by the 


apocalypse in the form of a 
massive prehistoric force of 
destructive nature. In short, 
this is a horror movie. And 
yet, Edwards promises not 
to sacrifice the story’s hu¬ 


manity in favour of numb¬ 
ing shock. 

“I think all filmmaking is 
about finding the right bal¬ 
ance between things,” notes 
the director. 


“The spectacle is point¬ 
less if you don’t care about 
the outcome, but if we focus 
purely on the characters 
then it would make for a 
very frustrating Godzilla 
movie. From my point of 
view, the films that got this 
right like Jaws, Alien and 
Jurassic Park, have great 
characters that you really 
grow to care about whilst 
they’re slowly pulled in 
deeper and deeper into the 
situation. If you actually sit 
and analyze these films, the 
real monsters don’t turn up 
for about an hour, but it 
never feels that way because 
you’re so invested in what is 
happening at every turn.” 

If Godzilla does well at 
the box office, there will no 
doubt be more films to fol¬ 
low. And if it doesn’t? Well, 
there will likely still be 
more, such is the enduring 
appeal of the character and 
what it represents, as Ed¬ 
wards explains. 

“I think for millions of 
years we’ve lived as part 
of nature where every day 
there was the constant 
threat that an animal would 
come and kill our loved 
ones or attack our cave. It’s 
only in the last few genera¬ 
tions that we live in cities 
and have pushed nature out, 
but that fear of the animal 
coming doesn’t go away. 

“It’s hardwired into our 
DNA so as our caves become 
bigger, like 30-storey build¬ 
ings, our fears become big¬ 
ger, too. I think this is why 
we’ll always have subcon¬ 
scious fear of giant creatures

Ben Affleck. Star’s feature put on back 
burner in favour of superhero flick 



Initially slated for release in 
December 2015, Ben Affleck’s 
forthcoming feature Live by 
Night is now expected to ar¬ 
rive in theatres one year later, 
in October 2016 — one-upped 
by an upcoming Batman mov¬ 
ie in which Affleck also stars. 

Warner Bros, announced 
that it has pushed back the 
release of Live by Night, 
which Ben Affleck is set to 
direct. The delay was seen as 
inevitable by the director and 
the studios, the Hollywood 
Reporter indicates. 

In fact, Live by Night is 
not the only project forced 
to adapt its plans due to Zaclc 
Snyder’s superhero movie, 
which is officially untitled 
but is being referred to in the 
Hollywood press as Batman 
vs. Superman or Batman- 


Superman. The feature, in 
which Ben Affleck will play 
Batman, was itself pushed 
forward by a year and is now 
expected in theatres in May 
2016. 

Live by Night, a drama 
based on Dennis Lehane’s 
novel of the same name, will 


be produced by Leonardo Di- 
Caprio. Affleck will direct the 
feature and star as Joe Cough¬ 
lin, son of a Boston cop who 
turns to bootleg rum traffick¬ 
ing during the Prohibition.

In the fine new independent 
drama I Used to Be Darker, Han¬ 
nah Gross and Deragh Camp¬ 
bell play cousins reconnecting 
after a long separation. In real 
life, the two actresses — who 
hail from Toronto and Niagara- 
on-the-Lalce, respectively, and 
are both making their feature 
debuts — are actually best 
friends. 

“I’ve known Deragh since I 
was three days old,” says Gross. 

“Our parents were veiy 
close friends and she was one 
of the first people to visit me in 
the hospital. She banged on the 
radiator and I looked on discon- 
certedly and we’ve been best 
friends ever since.” 

Both women come from 
artistic families: Campbell’s 
mother runs the Shaw Festival, 


while Gross’s parents are fam¬ 
ously Canadian acting royalty 
(Paul Gross and Martha Bums). 

“I guess the fact that my 
parents make a living acting 
and directing has let me see 
the idea of becoming an actor 


as not being a totally ridiculous 
pursuit,” says Campbell. 

“Sometimes I feel like I 
would benefit from thinking 
about it as being more far¬ 
fetched.” 

“I think on some level we 


were both a little resistant,” 
adds Gross on the topic of get¬ 
ting into the family business. 
Although Deragh was more 
obviously (hesitant) than me. 
She went to school for creative 
writing and I went to school for 
theatre, albeit experimental 
theatre. That was my veiy small 
rebellion.” 

I Used to Be Darker is a mod¬ 
estly produced film, but it’s a 
good showcase for its young 
stars, whose characterizations 
are impressively complex. 

The pair met Baltimore- 
based director Matt Porterfield 
together in 2010 at a screening 
and after-party for his acclaimed 
film Putty Hill, and quickly 
became friends — as well as 
potential future collaborators. 
“Matt auditioned Hannah the 
next time he was in New York 
where Hannah was study¬ 
ing [acting] at NYU,” explains 
Campbell. 

“I was giving Matt notes on 
drafts of the script and men¬ 
tioned that I could do an Irish 
accent, and he auditioned me 
via Skype and gave me the part. 
So it was basically the ultimate 
tagging along with your best 
friend.”

Actor mingles with 
Frankenstein and Dorian 
Gray in new horror series 


A big reason film actors are 
drawn to TV is that it offers 
the sort of character-driven 
projects found less and less in 
a movie world tilted toward 
blockbusters. 

That’s partly why Josh 
Hartnett jumped into Penny 
Dreadful, an eight-part ser¬ 
ies debuting Sunday night on 
Showtime, Movie Central and 
The Movie Network. He plays 
a troubled American, a gun 
for hire who’s ensnared by 
Victorian London’s dark side 
in the horror drama-cum- 
psychological study. 

Hartnett also appreciated 
the guarantee that the project 
would be marketed and pre¬ 
sented to an audience, some¬ 
thing he’s become painfully 
aware isn’t always the case 
with independent films. 

“I’ve had worthy films

not get a correct release, and 
have people come up to me 
later and say how much they 
enjoyed the film,” seen after 
the fact online or on DVD, he 
said. 

“It’s gratifying to know 
that people go back and see 
stuff,” he said. “But it would 
be more gratifying to be part 
of the cultural dialogue and 
(know) that it (a project) had 
an impact when it was re¬ 
leased.” 

Hartnett’s profile was re¬ 
duced as some films suffered 
spotty or delayed releases. His 
starring role in Penny Dread¬ 
ful has put him squarely back 
in the publicity spotlight 
and, he says, has led to some 
media confusion. 

“The narrative that’s been 
created over the last couple 
months is that I disappeared, 
and I was some hermit for 
the last few years and joined 
a cult or something,” he said. 
“It’s just crazy ... I was doing 
work I thought was worthy.” 

But he’s fine with the re¬ 
newed attention. “Being 35 
and not 18, I’m less suscept¬ 
ible to the negative aspects” 
— given the satisfactions of 
working on Penny Dreadful. 

The foremost attraction 
for Hartnett was working 
with creator-executive pro¬ 
ducer John Logan, a Tony 
Award-winner for Red and 
an Oscar-nominated screen¬ 
writer whose credits include 
Gladiator, Hugo and Skyfall, 
and executive producer Sam 



Mendes, the American Beauty 
Oscar-winning director. 

The series they’ve wrought 
is an undeniable creepfest. Its 
title is drawn from the nick¬ 
name for cheap, 19th-centuiy 
publications that offered serial¬ 
ized tales of violence, death 
and general sensationalism. 

Showtime’s version finds 
renowned and rich explorer 
Sir Malcolm Murray (Timothy 


Dalton) and the mysterious 
Vanessa Ives (Eva Green) on 
the hunt for a monstrous 
killer. They recruit Harnett’s 
sharpshooter, Ethan Chand¬ 
ler, a man with a shrouded 
past, and one Dr. Victor 
Frankenstein (Hariy Tread- 
away). 

The not-so-good doctor 
isn’t the only familiar fiction¬ 
al character in Penny Dread¬ 


ful: Dorian Gray, dropping by 
from Oscar Wilde’s novel, is 
part of the macabre world.

High: Setting Phoebe up with 
Paul Rudd 

Phoebe (Lisa Kudrow) was 
always the odd one out. She 
doesn’t live with anyone, she’s 
not related to anyone and, 
well, she’s a bit of a weirdo. 
But when Joey (Matt Leblanc) 
randomly sets her up with a 
stranger, the guy turns out 


to be the love of her fife. And 
he’s Paul Rudd, which is an 
added bonus.

random and threw them 
together. Rachel (Jennifer 
Aniston) and Joey briefly tried 
dating, only to quickly decide 
they were better as friends, 
which viewers could have told 
them. 

High: Ten years of finding the 
comedy in the everyday, as 
sitcoms are supposed to do 

PIVOT! PIVOT! Need we say 
more? 

Low: Joey never has a serious 
relationship 

To be fair, Joey was an 
unrepentant womanizer. But 
there were hints here and 


there that he wanted to date 
someone more seriously, and 
the show never set him up 
with someone long-term. 

High: Having the Friends go 
through all the things you’re 
supposed to 

Sure, they may have spent the 
workday in a coffee shop and 
they lived in palatial apart¬ 
ments, but the group also 
confronted realistic issues 
over the run of the show, 
from the death of family 
members to getting married 
to working at crappy jobs 
before finding your dream 
career. One early episode 
showed the three Friends 
with better jobs going out 
to an expensive concert (uh, 
Hootie and the Blowfish — it 
was the ’90s!), while the other 
three stayed home and felt 
resentful about it. 

And one last highlight:

Friends was a hangout show, 
and it derived many of its 
highlights from the gang gath¬ 
ered together, having fim.

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Will Nashville get 
the (cowboy) boot? 


On the bubble. It’s been 
a nail-biting week for 
television shows whose 
fate could go either way 


Stars of Nashville including 
Charles Esten, Clare Bowen 
and Jonathan Jackson per¬ 
formed songs from the ABC 
drama at a New York theatre 
this week — and they hope 
rabid fans weren’t the only 
ones watching. 

Now is a nerve-jangling 
time for actors and creators 
of television shows, one week 
before the biggest broadcast 
networks reveal their plans 
for next season. The wait is 
particularly intense for series 
like Nashville that are con¬ 
sidered on the bubble between 
returning and having the plug 
pulled. 

The decisions get more 
complicated eveiy year. Broad¬ 
cast executives have more 


than just ratings to consider, 
and Nashville offers a good ex¬ 
ample. A thumbs-down from 
ABC not only ends a televised 
soap opera, but also a growing 
music franchise. 

Under the old rules, Nash¬ 
ville would probably be toast 
by now. It was on tfre bubble 
last year, too, and in its second 
season averaged 4.5 million 
viewers, the Nielsen company 
said. That’s down nine per cent 
from the show’s rookie season, 
18 per cent among the youth¬ 
ful demographic ABC cares 
most about. In an industry ob¬ 
sessed by youth, the median 
age of the Nashville audience 
increased by two years. 

Fortunately, “next-day rat¬ 
ings don’t really mean as much 
as they used to,” said Brad 
Adgate, a television analyst for 
Horizon Media. 

Networks also look at how 
many people stream the show 
online, or record it to watch 
later on DVRs. This delayed 
viewing isn’t as valuable to a

network as people who watch 
live, but it counts for some¬ 
thing, and Nashville adds to its 
audience more this way than 
most ABC shows, said Kevin 
Beggs, chairman of Lionsgate 
Television Group, the show’s 
producer. 

ABC’s parent Walt Disney 
Co. shares in ancillaiy revenue 
from CDs of music featured 
on Nashville (the fourth col¬ 
lection was released Tuesday) 
and the concert tour. More 
than 600,000 soundtrack CDs 
have been sold, according 
to Big Machine Label Group.

3 . Place the cold water in a 
small bowl and sprinkle the 


gelatin over the top, stirring 
until it is fully absorbed. Add 
the soaked gelatin to the hot 
cream, stirring until it is fully 
dissolved. You will know when 
it is dissolved because there will 
be no visible granules. 

4 . Cool the mixture for 15-20 
minutes, stirring often (it needs 
to be cool before the butter¬ 
milk is added or it will split). 
Lightly whip the remaining 
cup of cream and stir it into the 
cooled mixture, then whisk in 
the buttermilk until the mix¬ 
ture is smooth. 


5 . Divide the mixture between 
6-8 serving glasses. Cover 
and refrigerate until set. This 
should take about 3-4 hours or 
up to 24 hours. To serve, divide 
Sunshine Fruit Topping over 
the top of the set panna cottas.

in him being stripped of the 
100-metre gold medal and sus¬ 
pended. 

“I can assure you it was not 
my intention to use a banned 
substance or to try to beat the 
system,” Smith said in the re¬ 
lease. 

“I did not properly research 
the contents of supplements I 
obtained online and I will ac¬ 


cept the consequences of my 
actions.” 

Smith added he has asked 
that his B sample be tested and 
is awaiting those results. 

Prior to releasing his state¬ 
ment, Smith sent emails to 
all nine CFL teams informing 
them of the positive test and 
formally apologizing. 

The six-foot-two, 305-pound 
Smith, a Toronto native, was 
ranked fourth among the CFL 
scouting bureau’s final top-15 
prospects for Tuesday night’s 
draft, heady stuff considering 
Smith wasn’t rated on either 
the fall or winter lists. 

A big reason for Smith’s 
meteoric rise was his perform¬ 
ance at the combine, where he 
impressed as both an offensive 
and defensive lineman.
